In History as in Nature, Peace is by fara 
greater factor in tha advancement of the race 
than War. No nation has ever prospered by 
The ancient Scythians were 
simply warlike people, terrible in war, but in 
nothing else. They came asa storm, and as 
they swept oyer Western Asia, Assyria itself 
was not able to withstand their fearful on- 
slaught. But asa storm they spent themselves 
in devastation. They conquered only to die. 

Warlike Assyrians were never such per- 
manent conquerors as comparatively peace- 
loving Babytonians, Athens was no equal of 
Sparta cn the field of battle, but it was, after 
all, the former that conquered the world, The 
valour of Attila and Genserie vanished like a 
mirage, because they knew not how to til! and 
build. Dutch were greater in fighting with 
the North Sean than with Spaniards; and so 
they overcame, and still survive, And the 
greatness of the Anglo-Saxons, with all thelr 
hypocrisies and latent paganisms, lies in thelr 
ability to handle the axe and plough, The 
Anglo-Saxon farmers are the mightiest con- 
querors on the face of the globe. French and 
Cermans can beatthem on the battlefield, but 
not in African jungles and American prairies. 
Englishmen are possessing the earth more by 
the might of their axes and ploughs than by 
that of their cruisers and battleships. With 
the latter alone, they will soon degenerate into 
anation of pirates, as Turks with their superb 
arthy alone are like to be a nation of bandits, 

Then there are Jews, who since thelr con- 
quest by Vespasian and Titus, have never had 
an army ora navy, still holding their honour- 
able place among the civilised nations, making 
the whole world thelr home, because they have 
No country to call their own, Wholly defence- 
less, and ignorant of the science of war, through 
their Finance, Philosophy, Music, and Literae 
ture they rule the world. Ten miltions‘’of Jews 
aré a power to be reckaned. No number of 
Kishinef massacres can obliterate Jews from 
the face of the earth, They will continue to 
exist and prosper long after the Jingo nations of 
to-day cease to be. 

Vanquished Poles were not vanquished after 
all. Though Warsaw fell, the Polish spirit still 
lives; and now that the Muscovites are busy 
with their factories, Poland is now literally in- 
vading Russia with her manufacturing Indust-

of industry,—a sure sign that Poland is regain- 
ing her érve independence.

Whatever might be said of the philosophy of 
the Christian Religion, there can be no doubt 
whatever that its unique vitality is due very 
largely to its strict peace-principle. If war 
were to decide the victory, Mahommedanism 
would have supplanted Christlanity long, 
long ago.

No“ Defender of the Faith,” be he 
an Oliver Cromwell or a Joseph Chamberlain, 
ever did any service to promote the true cause 
by taking up the sword in its defence. Ohris- 
tianity is strong when it is weak. It loathes ta 
be “defended” by aking ora tsar. [tselfisa 
mighty power to overcome the world, and the 
sword can bring to it nothing but dishdnour 
and discomfiture. Tertullian was right when

MEN OF THE HOOR. 


Sines sooieailes coaches 
A Sevastopol correspondent states that 
Admiral Skrydloff has been appointed to com- 
mand the Baltic Armada which is to be sent 
tothe Far East later in the year to deal with 
the Japanese fleet. This appointment has long 
been expected, as Admiral Skrydloff is beyond 
question the ablest sailor in the Russian 
service, and there was clearly no reason for his 
tetention in the Black Sea. Born in 1844, 
Admirat Skrydloff distinguished himself for the 
first time in the Russo-Turkish war, when he 
gained the highest military distinction in the 
gift of the Tsar, the Cross of St. George. He 
tepresented the Russian Navy at the opening 
of the Kiel Canal, and also at the Diamond 
Jubilee of the tate Queen Victoria in 1897. 
General Mistchenko’s name has already crop- 
ped up more than once in General Kuropatkin’s 
despatches, and will ‘probably be heard much

THE HEALTH Of THE COLONY.

‘The return showing the number of cases of 
communicable disea-es notified as having oc- 
curred in the Colony dusing the week ended 
7th inst. is now to hand. There were 23 Chi- 
nese and one European case of plaguc record- 
ed during the week, af which 26 of the 
former proved fatal. Since noon of yesterday 
three further cases, one imported from Canton, 
have been notified. To clate the total number 
since the begining of the year is 79 not 
including one af the cases previously notified 
as plague, but since ascertained to be another 
disease, A fatal case of cholera amongst the 
Chinese community has also engaged the 
attention of the authorities during the past 
weck, besides a fatal (Chinese) small-pox case, 
and one non-fatal case of enteric fever in the 
European community.

Weare however very sorry that we shall have 
to lose the services of Mr. William Cowari.ns 
Protector of Chinese but we most sincerely 
hope the Government of the Federated Malay 
States may find some means by which the ser- 
vices of Mr. William Cowan may be retrained 
in Perak as a Protector of Chinese without loss 
to him of the increased emoluments and bene- 
fits which his new appointment would carry, 

The mining community in Kinta have of late 
years had much to be thankful for to Mr. Wil- 
liam Cowan for the very able way in which he 
has discharged his onerous duties. 

That during the last year the Kinta mining 
community generally suffered very heavy losses, 
and we have no hesitation in saying that, owing 
to Mr. William Cowan's tact combined with the 
confidence of the Chinese in him, he was able to 
carry aut much mediatory work being the means 
of averting a great and general financial disas- 
ter which would have hampered trade. very, 
considerably and very seriously affected the 
weli-being and prosperity of the District, 

In matters of disputes and coolies’ troubles 
Mr. William Cowan has been more than use- 
fal especially so lately, and it wi'l be long time 
before any successor can in like manner gain 
the confidence of the mining population of 
Kinta. .

Theextraordinary dash which characterises 
the Japanese forces may, any day, threaten the 
safety of that wo vderful fortress on the Pacific, 
Vladivostok, Russians have described Vladi- 

+ yostok as the key of the Pacific. 1 believe that 
a literal translat.on of the name gives the tile 

_ Sovereign of the East to the place apon which 
the Russians have favished millions and mil- 
lions-of roubles. Viadivostock is pre-eminently 
a fortress. The interests of the Army and 
Navy centre there and around the fortunes of 
these two. services the phice has sprung Up. 
It is also the chief town of Enst Siberia; in fact, 
it may be said to be the most important seat 

, of Russian influence in the Far East, It is so 
much more formidable than Port Arthur, so 
much more magnificent than Dalny, so much 
larger than Khabarovsk, and it possesses auch 
an admirable harbour, thatit is not srpris ng 
that the Russians regard the town and its sur- 
roundings as the hub of Greater Russia in the 
East. 

The town is situated on the slopes of a high 
ridge forminga tapering peninsula which project 
into an irregular land-Incked bay, ‘The entrance 
is commanded by Russia Island, where there 
is an important fort, and innumerable small 
islets, on which, too, the general scheme of. ithe 
fortifications is also carried out, Again, round 
the crests of the Lind-locked harbour, stretching 
for, miles to the eastward and known us the 
Golden Horn, there are other continuous chains 
of earthworks and defensive positions, The 
lofty hills on the north-west protect the port 
from the land side, and in the deep water of 

‘the Golden Hoin, which is fonr miles long 
and half a mile in width, ships ride safely 
at anchor, free from the menace of attack 
and beyond the reach of the weather, The 
guns mounted on the hills are plainly visible 
from the water in a number of places, wh le, in 
curious contrast to the smiling muzzles of 
these pieces of ‘artillery ate ‘the clusters of 
suburban residences which are scattered about 
the hillside, even descending in places to the 
level of the water. : 

The main strect runs cast and west through 
the business qnarers and across the railway 
track to Amur Bay, and east past the Govern- 
ment buildings. The main streel, Svetland- 
skaya, named alter the frigate upon which the 
Grand Duke Alex's visited the port in 1873, 
follows the curve of the Golden’ Horn. Lying 
between the street and the shore on rising’ 
ground, are the residences ‘of the Command int 
of the Port, the public pardens, the Admiralty 
gardens, the museum of the Geograrhical 
Society, ‘the residence of the Governor of 
Primorsk, the grounds of the Maritime Club, 
the native bazaars, and the steamboat quay. 
At one point there is a magnificent granite 
monument surmounted by a bronze globe, on 

_ which perches an cagle with outstretched wings. 
This monument commemorates the memory of 
Admiral Nevelski, who made several voyages 
in the East in the early fifties. Un the north 
side of the street there is the cathedral of the 
Holy Virgin, and there are also the offices of 
the Municipal Council, the Post and Telegraph 
Bureau, and the railway station. 

The Svetlandskaya is crossed by the Aleuts- 
kaya, and the point at which these two streets 
intersect is the commercial centre of the town, 
The main street is well paved with granite, and 
it is efficiently drained. The sidewalks are 
raised and asphalted, the houses—offices or 
public buildings as they may be—are imposing 
and lofty structures of brick, The preteasions 
to architectural beauty which Vladivostok 
boasts come to those who know Siberia and 
the untidy wastes of the towns there asa pleas- 
ing contrast. 

Labour in Vladivostok is native—Chinese, 
Korean, or Japanese, the Russian authorities 
finding that greater efficiency is procurable at 
the hands of these workinen than is the case 

«when the work is given over to Russians, 
There is, therefore, a very large native popula- 
tion, alien to Russian authorities, but contented, 
peaceful, and industrious. This section of the 
population not only supplies the labour 
market, but controls a large proportion of 
the trade which makes Vladivostock its centre. 
The trade of Viadivustok is comprehensive. 
Its ‘imports include most of the ‘products of 
the west, while its exports ure characteristic of 
its position and quite Ideal as regards their 
destination. -As a commercial centre Viadivo- 
stok is superior to Dalny, altough the wonder- 
ful city which is in process of completion in 
the vicinity of Port Arthur threatens one day 
to eclipse its northern sister. 

There.is a very cosmopolitan population i in 
Viadivostok, made up of adventurers f.om all 
climes: 
rican business men from the west, and a 
sprinkling of pretty women from !'an Fran- 

” ciseo. Upon the whole, it is a motley, unin- 
v.ting community, to which. the principles of 
morality are strange'y wanting. . However, the 
days speed merrily enough in Vladivostok ; 
there is no little social gaiety,- acd although 
the place is a military and naval centre, there 
is little harshness of discipline and much good 
feeling. The country round Vladivostok is

. THE TRANSPORT OF RUSSIAN TROOPS, 

As the Russian Press has raised the question 
of providing warmer clothing for the soldiers 
that are being sent out on the long railway 
journey to the Far East, an article in the well. 
known military journal, the Russki Jnvalid, 
describes the arrangements which are being 
made by the authorities to ensure, sa far as is 
possible, the comfort of the soldiers en route. 
‘The generat public knows but litle of the way 
in which troops are conveyed, and it is often’ 
suppased that in winter the men are huddled 
together in unheated goods wagpons.and that 
they have to sufler hunger and cold while on 
their journgy. When the troops embark on a 
(rain, or when the military train passes through 
a station, the curious spectators: see only for 
the most part the red-painted goods waggons 
the windows of which are filled with the high 
fur caps of the soldiers, but it does not occur 
to the onlookers that the interior of the 
waggon is by no means the same as that of the 
ordinary goods waggon, In the first place, the 
sides and the floors of these transport-waggons 
are covered with felt, and are also double- 
boarded ; they have iron stoves and glass wirt- 
dows, Then, the waggons are fitted witht 
moveable benches, which, by’ a very simple ar- 
tangement, can be altered at night so as to 
form thirty-two sleeping-berths, on which the 
men can lie at full length. ° 

During the day suldiers sit round the stoves, 
Asarule forty men, or eight horses, are car- 
tied in cach wagyon. Of course these wag- 
gons are by no means wagons de luxe, but 
they are warm and they permit the soldiers to 
move about, Moreover, everything is done tu 
provide for the soldiers’ comfort and wants ; 
thus, at every second station the soldiers can be 
supphed with boiling water for making tea, and 
for this purpose the railway stations are filted 
with huge kettles containing about fifty gallons, 
Every day the soldiers must receive warm food 
containing threequarters of a paund of meat, 
and the chief of the company is responsible for 
the food being good. Mest of the military 
trains comprise also ordinary goods waggons, 
which contain a kitchen, so that it is possible 
at all times to provide the soldiers with boiling 
water or with hot porridge. Every waggon 
carries firebuckels to be used in case of an 
outbreak of fire, and the oldest soldier has to 
see that the waggou is kept clean and warm. 
Every (rain carries from 209 to 300 shovels, 
which cao be used when a snowdrilt bars the 
progress of, the train. During the transport 
various places are fixed upon beforehand, and 
at these place one day's rest is given both to 
the men and to the horses on sanitary 
grounds, and then the waggon is cleaned 
thoroughly. A surgeon anda male nurse ac- 
compaay every train. Thus, if the regulations 
are observed, it appears that there is not so 
much truth 1m the reports of the Russian 
soldiers dying from cold and hunger while 
being conveyed by rail to the Far East. The 
wag yous are warmed to 66 degrees, Fahrenheit, 
and even to a higher degree, and the soldiers 
are supplied with food and tea in a way which 
many a-third-class passeager may well envy. 
Hut, Russian officials are negligent, and the 
general public knows only too wall: how great 
can be their carelessness, The article referred 
to, may hold good of military transports in 
European Russia; but, inthe Far East, it is 
more likely that rough and ready methods will 
be used under the stress ‘of war.

PORT ARTHUR REFUGLE, 
ENGLISHMAN ESCAPES TO SINGAPORE, 

Since the war began there has been no lack 
of information regarding the social conditions 
The war correspondents 
have been strictly forbidden, it is true, to ex. 
patiate on military matters, with the result that 
to carn their salt they have overloaded us with 
descriptions of Yokohama and Tokyo, the peo- 
ple, customs and manners of Japanad infinitum. 
But how do matters stand in Port Arthur? The 
silence of the grave hangs over the inner affairs 
of that citadel. Occasionally a glimpse has 
been affurded in a stray tel «gram of the prevail- 
ing conditions there, but it has not been at all 
satisfactory. 

On Saturday, an Englishman, speaking with 
a strong American accent, and bearing the 
evidences of hardship and privation, arrived at 
Singapore from Port Arthur. He was con- 
nected with an Anglo-Russian firm whose head- 
quarters are, or at any rate were, in Port Arthur 
and as he may return some fine day to that 
salubrious spot “when the Japs cease from 
troubling and the Russians are at rest” he 
desires to remain incos. But he gives same 
vivid accounts of his experiences “up north,” 

THE “SPY MANIA,” 

When the war started, he said, the Hnglish 
and American members of his firm thought 
they at least were safe from molestation, 
being connected with a firm which was 
half-Russian, But after the first attack on Port 
Arthur, the Russians ran madly around looking 
for spies. They found spies in every shadow of 
the sun ; nobody was safe from the accusation ; 
a Chinaman with a slack queue found himself 
kuceling in front of an executioner halfan hour 
after discovery. Eventhe man in the moon yrew 
affrighted, and hid bis face behind the hill. 

ENGLISH AND AMERICAN EMPLOYS, 

Atlast a raid was mide on the mess run by 
the English and American employes. An 
officer and half a dozen Cossacks appeared in 
the door-way and said " You are under arrest,” 
And the dozen Anglo-Saxons were marched off 
to the guard room. Not an article of clothing, 
nota scrap of paper, not a cent of their money 
were they allowed to take with them. They 
were marched off—in the dead of winter—just 
as they stood. 

Three weeks they spent in the filthy prison. 
They were allowed to buy their awn food and 
handed money to the Cossacks to yet the food. 
The Cossacks waxed exceeding thin—no more 
need be said on that point. 

As nothing ofan incriminatory nature could 
be found among their possessions they were al 
Jast allowed to go free. But there had been a 
holocaust at their mess, Nothing remained 
there alter the visit of the Cossacks, 

LIVING IN TENTS. 

They were ordered to live in tents outside 
the town. Probably they obeyed that order 
the more willingly because most of the public 
buildings and many of the private houses were 
wrecked—the result of the Japanese bombard- 
ments. At any rate they went under canvas 
and lived at the expense of the Russians who 
had commandeered everything. 

Sometimes the dry staleness of their meals 
induced them to dine at the Oriental Hotel. 
Dinner cost anything between $18 and $20 
ahead, so they were living atthe rate of some 
millions a year while they dined. 

Constaat alarins were the rule at Port .\rthur. 
Every other day a few unhappy wretches who 
looked’ like Japanese, and ‘may have been 
Japanese, were marched out to executions, 
charged with being spies, and their heads were 
speedily sliced off. The Russians seemed to 
live in continual fear that they were speaking 
to spies. At night the Japanese torpedo buats 
dodged ‘about outside the harbour, laying mines 
and yeaerally keeping the Russians | vely. 
Food had risen to enormous prices, the com: 
forts of life had disappeared, and indeed, life 
had become intolerable to the non-combatan!. 

ESCAPING FROM PORT ARTHUR, ° 

About three weeks ago the refugee now ia 
Singapore met the skipper of a collier who 
had got permission to leave Port Arthur. He 
was smuggled aboard and managed to get 
clear of the fortress, and made tracks for 
Singapore. He states that the Russian fleet 
at Port Anhur is in a terrible plight. The 
Retvisan Nes embedded .on the mud and is 
used as a fort~some day a strong wind will 
shift her from the mud and she will sink to the 
bottom.

Near at Hand is the 
Russian post-office, the mails from which were 
carried every second day by steam launch to 
Ta-lung-kao, at which point they were trans- 
ferred to one of the steamers running between 
the Yalu and Chefoo. The main street of the 
settlement which runs parallel with the bank, 
hoasts the possessions of several nearly-com- 
pleted brick houses, while behind, just a tittle 
in the rear, there is the native bazaar, where 
the Korean and Chinese employees of the 
Timber Gompany can satisfy their frugal needs. 
At present the port wears an unfinished ap- 
pearance, but the rough exterior of a few 
months ago is quickly being finished off. 
Wooden houses are replacing the canvas ten(s, 
the better-class Europeans residing for the 
nonce in detached dwelling until their brick 
bungalows are ready for occupation. For the 
rest, a street of huts, closely placed and un- 
comfortable, offers the only accommodation. 
The stream at the point is nearly one mile in 
breadth, an expanse of mud-flats composing 
the foreshore, where at all times rafts and loose 
timber find a temporary anchorage. No wood 
comes from the immediate vicinity, the logs 
being felled hundreds of miles up country, The 
concession at Yongampo is sitnply the depit 
for the timber from the inland forests. Saw- 
mills and workshops were erected and the 
place presents a busy appearance, 


A wire tothe Caddeness of 6th inst, says:— 
The Japanese are landing in force under the 
protection of the fleet near Port Arthur with- 
out encountering serious opposition, The 
number of men disembarking is estimated at 
len thousand with transports arriving with 
reinforcements. An early investment of the 
city is looked for. 

Another wire of the same date reports that, 
with the reinforcements received General Ku- 
roki's force which is now sweeping on to-Feng- 
wangcheng is estimated at 80,000.

TA“ OIL SHIP FIRE,

“VOLUTE'S" ENGINE ROOM BURNED, 


Full particulars of the fire on the oil ship 
Volute are to hand this morning, says the 
singapore Free Press, May 4, The steamer 
left the wharf at Pulau Buxom at 6 a.m, and 
Pilot Snow left her at 7 o'clock, and shortly 
after this, when just beyond the Sultan Shoal 


Light-house, it was discovered that the stoke-— 


hold was on fire. The Volute burns liquid 
tuel so it was no use trying to put out the fire 
with water, and Captain Halliday battened 
down the hatches to try and smother the 
flames, but this only kept the fire in check. 
Meanwhile H.M.S. Zalsod, which was cruising 
in the vicinity, sent an offer of assistance, and 
the steamer 7'rigonta of the same line, which 
was entering the Port stood by to render aid if 
necessary, The tugs Sunda and Mercury 
then arrived, and it was decided to try and 
smother the fire by injecting steam into the 
stoke-hold, This was doneand by tour o'clock 
in the afternoon the outbreak was completely 
extinguished, An examination of the engine 
room was then made and it was found that the 
engines had been damaged and the stoke-hold 
almost gutted,
